Applicant's arguments filed June 7, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the flat washer 13 of Thauer "does not, and cannot, provide a 
sealing effect". The Examiner asks "why not?" The claim merely recites that the washer has "a 
secondary sealing surface that cooperates with the secondary bearing surface". It is reasonable to 
describe the flat surface of washer 13 as a sealing surface, and it clearly cooperates with the 
bearing surface. Since no function is associated with the claimed sealing surface it is immaterial 
if the Thauer washer performs a function or not.
